The eturing events 
of the hiM few months appear to Imve diverted 
tbu atteniion of tbo publi : tiom scientific subjects, 
and hence little attention 1ms been paid to the ap- 
pn'acb of tbe btrange vMtor, wbicn was anncunc- 
td a fuw* do vs bince by the director of the obser- 
vaton.’ at A^'aelaogton. 

Cometa have ever been regarded by the i.;nor 
ant US harbingers of war, petlileiice, and devas- 
tation, aod formerly they created uiiivernal ter- 
ror. As late a.<< 1*811. tbe briiiiant one wbb h 
made iu appearance that y,>ar was believed by 
many to have been a forerunner (*f tbe hoslilitits 
which broke out the ensuing ytar. Since that 
period the spread « f general iotelligeoce has been 
bo gteat that tbo poople of the North, at least, 
will r."t connret that which fa an integral part of 
the sol.ir system w-ilh tho political events now’ 
impjnding. In the South, where the masses aro 
unable to read, and where ghost stories are yet 
hriGicitly believed, we have uo d'ubt thousands 
wilt be cither terrified or eucouru^ed by the phe- 
nomenon.

From a descripticu giveu hy some of 
the wrrtters of the Augu-iUin ug-j, It fa beliuvt.d 
that tho ct»mel which w.as scon Ju^t heforothu 
d.-Ji'h'T Ju)i^^ C.V'ir, aod which was curruiily 
heli» v»d to Le a harMuger of that event, is ifton- 
t'Cal with the pre<4eni one, but uf this nulbiughas 
been definitely ascertained. 

'ihetuilof ihe comet is nbeut (30* in length, 
extending from at*out 30' above the horizjD, al 
9 o'clock, to the zooitb; and for more than half 
the length, it is remarkably brilliaut. I'be solid, 
or perhaps more proimriy the doLuIu^ p<UQt, re- 
remblert a star of tbe first magnitude in size, hut 
U less brilliant. present it is moving toward 
its porihelion, and will be vfaiLle for several 
nights, when it will again be lost In the distauca, 
uot again to Im visible for three centuries. 

(J.ie remarkable feature fa, that it has already 
sppeired dunog tbe season of great revolutions. 
In I'JOl the Turks were threatening Constantino- 
ple, and in l«>5fi all Kurope was shaken with po- 
iiticHl and religious convulsions. Ihodityerent 
manner in which it lias been viewf-d at the differ- 
ent periods, however, fa an excellent iltuslralion 
of the prugre&i of intelligence. In 1*201 pr.iyers 
were ir.siituted in tbe cburchef; and inl6a6a)l 
classes Were frightened at the supposed monster.

wsc that we publishca in our Iasi impressi..n, 
iix'csiho K>iHju>ibihly of the war on the revo- 
luliouisUs declarci* his purpose to prosecute the 
war not lor the subjuRaiion of the South but 
solclj* for the preservation of the government 
ana the protection of the loyal citizens of the 
I nion, and calU for men and money to carry 
out thU purpose with the greatest possible des- 
patch Such are the prominent features of the 
message. 

With res|>ect to the first there can be no ra- 
tional dispute. The responsibility of the war 
unquestionably rests on the revolutionists. 
Uercin a:l candid men arc agreed. W’iih res- 
jicct to the second our opinion is well known. 
The proici iilion of the war defensively is a 
necessity, touching which there can be but one 
opinion amongst patriots; the prosecution of 
the war ctf nsively is a question of policy, in 
relation to which men of equal loyally may 
differ. In our judgment, the prosecution of 
the war offcnsivcly—in other wordn, the omis- 
sion to substitute conciliation for coercion the 
moment the safety of the government warrants 
ihcfiubstiimioD — would not be good policy. We 
bclh-ve it would l>e grievous impolicy. And 
this we understand to be the belief of the mass- 
es of our people. Bo it observed, we do not 
confound otTcnsivc war with a war of subjuga- 
tion. The latter would not be a question of 
policy but a question of liberty or slavery which 
wouM array against the Government every 
man of the South together with a perfectly 
overpowering majority of the North. But 
war of subjugation is liappily out of the ques- 
tion The notion of such a war is in reality 
merely the fa'ak of a dUtempered brain. It is 
a practical absurdity. We, however, do not 
I'onstruc the message as contemplating even of- 
fensive war, in the sense wo have ascribed to 
the phrase. On the contrary, the spirit of ibo 
message and some of its expressions imply a 
disposition to crown force with conciliation 
whenever t ho sai'ety of the government shall 
seem to }icrmit tlic .step. We regret that the 
President has not expressed this disposition in 
ilirect and e\pli<*it terms. At most, however, 
the purpose he declares is one of offen.sivc war 
lor the defence cf the government and the pro 
tection of the loyal citizens of the Union. The 
end is legitimate wlicthcr the means be suitable 
or not. With rcs|>e<.t to the last-incDticncd 
feature of lUc message nearly everything <le* 
]>cnds of rotirsc on the 0 ]>inion entertained of 
the picceding feature. If the pur|»osc of the 
Government is to prosecute the war ofi'ensively 
we wonld have the purpose <*ondcmncd by the 
withholding of men and money in the lavish 
measure recommended; if not, we think, with 
in the bounds of availibllity, the more men 
und money the better. 8o far os the war is 
unavoidable, the greater the strength the Gov 
crumeut brings to bear the shorter and more 
decisive as well as Uic more humane and salii 
tary will bo the struggle. This is too < dear for 
elucidation. 

< In the whole, it is plain that the message 
limits rather ihuu enlarges the policy fore 
hbudowed in the pro* lamation. If, therefore 
f'oQgrcss shall comply promptly and fully with 
the I'rcsideni’s recommendation, as we appre 
bond that Congress will, the duty and the i>olicy 
of Kentucky res|>ectiDg ihc war will remain nev- 
cr!lulcs>pre» tscly what they arc and have been 
from the first. The message introduces no 
new element into the question of our jKisition. 
At worst the mctisagc leaves us exactly as w*c 
were. It contain.^ absolutely nothing calculated 
to disturb iLs in tho attitude of neutrality we 
have jiisumcd. To be sure, the President 
< hara< tcrizc-i the attitude in terms apparently 
not very complimentary to some of u.o, bur, af- 
ter all, he is more seNcer on himself than oil any- 
body c inasmuch a.s Ins language implies a 
thorough miscoDception both of the ground of 
our Attitude and of its total ctToct on the con- 
dition of alVairs. We arc neutral mainly be- 
cause Doutrality, and neutrality alone, ]>romis- 
ca to ''tay us from imbruing our hands in each 
tithcrV bl'K'hl; and our neutrality, so far from 
Ireing in the 1> ng ran injurious to the Gorem- 
moQt, hii-» done more to rel cvc the Govern- 
ment physically aud to strengthen it morally 
than the active support of any single State in 
the North,— ccr ainly far more than such ac- 
tive support as Kentucky herself could have 
hrou, ht to the Goycrnmenl. The Pres dent 
in overlooking these conspii uous fac»a reflects 
on himscif instead of Kentucky. We venture 
to say, that, if he had comprehended the atti- 
tude of Kentucky as it really is, be would 
ha^x couched Ins views of neutrality in lan- 
guage more just to her as well as mure be- 
coming to biniM If As it is, we can very well 
stand his stricures, if he can .stand the igno- 
ranco that liccmcd th'^m. Kentucky is too 
firm in her consci.>mnes8 of light and too 
clear in her loyalty to be moved by the illiberal 
criticisms of anybody whether high or low and 
whether at home or abroad. 

Whatever Congress may see fit to do in the 
lino of tho Presiilent’s recommendation, then, 
tho duty and the policy of Kentucky, we re- 
peat, will remain precisely what they are and 
ha\c b^en from the first. Let this fact be dis- 
tinctly recognized. We have, for the sake of 
pcai'c amongst ourselves and in a spirit of the 
highest and most enlightened loyalty, assumed a 
|*osition of neutrality during tho war, whether 
ilio war be otVensive or defensive, long or short, 
disastrous or successful, and duly and policy 
alike requiro us to maintain the position in 
good faith. Let us be true to our high obiiga- 
tion.s. Let neither machinations here ner 
misconceptions clsowhcro swerve us a hair's- 
breadth from the path we have marked out ior 
our beloved Commonwealth. That path is for 
us, whatever may b' said of It by ignorance on 
tho one side or malice on tho other, iho path, 
und the only path, of peace, of safety, aud of 
houoi. Uue month from to-day the j>eoplc of 
Kentucky will havo an opportunity to lift the 
i ar of ;ilHtc into thij path tquarcly and perma- 
ucully. Will they do so, or will they set 
Kentucky on the inclined plane of secession, 
and start her impctnouslj for the near abysj of 
lOTolution and of wai? This is still as before 
the simple yet pregnant issue to bo tried at the 
August election. Tlic mcesoge docs not 
ihaugo or even qualify the issue. 

Voters of Kentucky! we call on you to meet 
tho issue with that commanding unanimity 
u bich the repose and welfare of tho Cooimoa- 
wcalih and the solemn interests of the whole 
iifttion acmand at vour bauds. 



AT McLOK.vur.H’s lliix. — A young 
au, a Union man, who was recently at 
raiigh’s Hill a« a member of the S:ato 
fuard, called on us lost Saturday morning to 
i give w>mo information with regard to things 
I there. He says that the t lliecr in command 
i of the bittali«.n in fthich he did duty told him 
■ a lew days ago that he hal not -iufiposcd that 
any Union men would come there, a desire 
haring l>ecn CN pressed that they should not. 
lie hUttfs, that, regularly iu the niorntng- 
riiis of the battalion, when it l»ccame their 
dut\ to lire their guns, the (Mimnandcr would 
say, “Now just imagine that that fence is (Jen. 
toiisscAU and his HlH»liii'ini.''ls und see how 
many you can kill. ” It they made the splin- 
ters fly briskly, he would signify his approval 
bv saying, “That will do pretty well.*' 

Our informant says that llic name of Jeft' 
Davis is a household word at the encampment, 
and he r.lates a trilling incident as an illustra- 
tion of the r'ulings of the ofiicers. Awhile 
ag aud a block one got into a fight in the 
amp, and the men of the Guard instantly 
namid the white pig -hlf Davis and the black 
one A^>o Lincoln, and biurahcd cuihiisiastical- 
ly for J tV (luring the fray. At the end of the 
light, they fairly hugged their four-logged pet, 
and, taking hiui elf to tlic Commissary’s quar- 
ters, treated him as a gentleman. This, as we 
have said, is a tinall mailer, but we think that 
the feeling of disunion must be very strong 
when the bare name cf the diMiniou chief, ap- 
plied impromptu to a youug hog, is suflicicni 
to make geuilemcn with Cfaulettes on their 
shoulders honor tl e little brute with alfection- 
ate caresses. 

Our informant states that the encampment is 
intended to be a permanent aflair, and that it 
is a common boast there that they can with 
their artillery demolish the magnificent and 
vust’y-expensive iressel-work cf the railroad 
at that point in five minutes, thus preventing 
the approach of troops from ibis direction. 
We have rciMJAtedly, for weeks past, heard re- 
marks upon the contingent destruction of that 
tres.scUwork, and it may be remembered that 
the telegraph agent, employed in this city by 
the Cotton States, said in a dc.*-patch to the 
South that the position at Muldraugb's Hill 
WAS such that the troops encamped there could 
defend it against any invading force. It must 
strike every man that the planting of cannon 
by the Slate Guard so as to point directly 
down tho railroad and to threaten tho imme- 
diate demolition of a structure across a tre- 
mendous gulf, thus exposing hundreds of nn- 
sus])6Cting travellers to instant destruction, is 
an outrage not to l>e endured. If the railroad 
were the property of the State, llicrc might be 
some excuse for the planting of artillery to 
command it, but it is private property, ilie Stale 
not having a single dollar's interest in it. The 
ofiicers of the State Guard or the functionary 
or functionaries under whom they act have no 
mere right to locate cannon forsweeping the rail- 
road tlian they would have for locating them to 
sweep Main street or any other street in this city 
The thing, to say the Icaat of it, is an insult to 
the whole travelling community. Tlic idea that 
men and w’omcn and children cannot travel 
back and forth upon the road without being 
frowned on by tho muzzles of cannon U ex- 
ceedingly revolting. In behalf of the people, 
wo ask that this thing shall not be sufi'^red to 
continue a week or a day longer. 

We don't wUh to he captious in anything 
we say, hut we cannot resist the couvtelion 
that the Stale Guard is a dUuniou organiza- 
tion — it-' oath to supjKiri tlic Conslitutiou of 
the United States to the contrary notwith- 
standing. The existence of the organization 
U not at lUl cab ulated to promote a sense of 
security among good citizens throughout the 
State.

Uh shame! whore is thy Mush, 
when Fuch indignities and insults can be otfered 
to such a man. And for what cause has all this 
injusticd and \ile treatment been done? The 
only reason a?^igned is that some of these men 
were raised in the North, and had the Independ- 
ence to vote the Union ticket (contrary to pre- 
vious order*'), and the others having declared 
themselves unconditional Union men.

sang iu chorus some of our natumal ata/; aud, 
stationed at proper intervals in tbe 1 mg lino, wire 
three eftacrive brass bands, umong-it whom your 
own iiaupl’s silver band excslletl in ditcour&ing 
spirit-stirring martial nIU^ic, to the sound of which 
we marched. Ibc city was tapestried with na- 
tional flags. The day w'os spent on (he li^sutiful

— I t is, per- 
haps, no information even for those l«if*t ac- 
quainte<1 with the dirty arcaffit of the prize ring 
to be told that the champion’s belt, for (he pos- 
session r f wliich llsenan and Bayers struggled 
wilh such cruel ob-stlnacy, was everrtuHlIy award- 
ed to neither. The trophy was left 0 (>«n to pub- 
lic competition; though, as the IrU happens to l>e 
one of those peculiar gifts of fortune which are 
not to beahud for the asking, and as its pos.«ession 
entails some parronal responhibilitv in the way of 
b-iving to fight all comers, no matter bow many 
or how big, the number of candidates for the dan- 
geroiH honor was, on tho whole, deddcrlly limited. 

The first claimants w*cr« Hurst and Paddock. 

Hurst i.s the champion wres'lerof Lancashire, a 
man of gigantic frame aud sl'iioat eu^mrhuinan 
sirengih, but perliaps tho inosi unskillful bo.xer 
that ever entered the prize ring. In hU contact 
with F‘sdJ«'ck he was dreadfully punished, but al- 
ipost l*y accident contrived at the close of the 
light to hit his advorsarv one M->w*, and one blow 
from such a Goliah was <piite sufficient, for i’ad- 
d«xk was all but kdled by it. llurst therefore 
came into full posse.vinn of the turtiulent hon<*r 3 
of the l>e]i, to whicha boxer named .Mace at once 
bid claim. Mace is a very small man, though 
po«woivsed of wonderful strength and activity, ul- 
moet u harder hPlor than Sayers himself, and re- 
puted to l>e the most scientific pugilist alive. A’et, 
even with ihsse advantages, it seemed almost 
monstrous to sup{>ose that be could contend fur 
an instant, with any chance of succors, against 
an adversary so overpowering in strength and 
size and w efght as Hurst. Neve^tbolce^ a match 
W'os made fur the champion^hip, acd yeeterday it 
was fought to an issua on an i-land in the Med- 
way, and reeulud in M.tee punishing hb gigantic 
antagonist so fearfully that be m«y literally be 
sai l to have almost killed him, without receiving 
a single blow in return. 

The contrast between the two men as they en- 
tered the ring was even mure startlingly dispro- 
portionate than that l>etween Heenanand Siyers. 

Hurst stood nearly six feet three ircbee in height, 
and we ghed sixteen stone, whils bis gigantic, 
swarthy chest and limbs, in which the musclee 
stood out in gr^l folds and knots like boeees of 
bronze, made bb figure lock even larger and 
more formidtble, if petesiUe, than it was in reali- 
ty. In looking at his msseive proportions, and the 
evidences of tremendous strength, as the thews 
and sinews crept and n*iled with every move- 
ment, one felt a kind of fascinating tenor w*bich 
chinged to almost eickening apprebeutdon for the 
fate of (bo man who had d.tr«Hl nucli a Colossus to 1 
combat. Among ordinary men M.ace would 
have seemed a terrible aiitagmisi for anv one to ; 
cope with, but dwarfvd and almost overshadowed 
i>y the giant ho had challenged his venture seem- 
ed hub short of sheer m.adnoss. His height Is 
barely over five feat eight inches, his weight only 
ten stoue and a half; yet, as be prepared himself 
for the centest }e>terd'iy, there was an o.isy 
air of Dondiabnce al*out him, which, conpled 
with hiscuiupact, fair frame, and lithe and ac- 
tive ligurn, on which the email bat hard and 
well deveh ped muscles showed out in startling 
relief, made his venture appear leei des|>erate 
than it w'as to tbo^e ac<|uiint*Nl with bis skill and 
strength. Hurst, to his other advantages, added 
that of w inning the choice of corners, and of 
course took that with buLuck tothesun, leaving 
its fierce rays full in tho face of bi^ aDtagr>ni>rt.

OoB Foreign Trade —T he Washington cor- 
respundont of the Baltimore Sun writes as fol- 
low's: 

The report fit>m the State Department of the 
commercial relations of the United ,S<ates with 
foreign natkms for the last rear Is published, and 
wilt be found nnusually full and Iniereeting Oar 
Commercial relatiuiu with EngUed and France 
are of chief importance. The recent commercial 
treaty between ICngland end F'rance has intro- 
duced many important mrdilicatioDS in tbo gen- 
eral tariff of both cf those countries, and has 
liberalteed the commercial policy of the latter. 
But France atUl retains an onerous diecrimlna' ing 
duty on AsKtrlcAO tonnage in her ports, which 
gives those powers the direct carrying trade b^ 
tween the United States and that empire, tb>s 
trade cM?fiv floating ueder the British fl.*g. ILe 
present oordidon of this country affords additional 
ubstmotloD to direct trade with F'rance. All 
F'reccb oommodiUes will no doubt be imported 
into ihU corintry under British or French flogs. 

Our chief commercial grievance wilh England 
U that, w hile she professes free trade principles, 
*^he still levied a duty on our tobacco of over 1,000 
per cent, on Its value, though the article has be- 
come a necessity for her subjects and her armies. 
American raw toliacco pays nearly 7a cents a 
pound, thus greatly diminishing its consumptior. 
The report suggests that, as our cotton kIy€s 
employment lo tliuu.sands uf her people and se- 
cure.s tranquillity to her empire, she will, ere 
long, receive our toliacco on as liberal terms as 
she does our cottrm, r:'ce, &c. In the new ar- 
rangement of the Briii'*h tarilf, carrying out the 
system prop«^ed in 18f'2, by Sir Robert Feel, only 
fiurleen articles are retained solely for fiscal 
purpoH<a Upon the^e, which icclude tol*acco, 
$120,000,000 are raided.

Firkakms m Kcroj'k. — Historians are not 
agreed as to where and when artillery was tirst 
employed. It is now believed, upon good autj^r- 
tv, that gunpowder and guns were us^ in Chirui, 
ItPeen centurieB ago, before they w*ere known in 
Kurope. 'I’he first arlilKry consisted merely of 
small iron tal>««, w'bich dhcharged leaden bullets 
armed with iron tubes, and shaped like pyramid «, 
each having a square base. Tbe»e tul)es were 
usually mounted upon a carriage, and the gun- 
ners who operated tnem were protected with iron 
shields. At the beginning of the fifteenth centu- 
ry, the use of firearms became general in the 
armies of Kan pe and in several of the Asiatic 
xuation*; and at the present day, when we make 
much ado about cannon throwing one hund'^d and 
twenty pourd shot, and consider these mi^iles 
very large, we forget that much larger shot were 
vse^ three centuries ago. The scale of calibres 
in the early days of gunnery ranged from thirty- 
two to the pound up to bombards throwing Htone 
balls of one thousand pounds. Bolts, burning 
arrowi>, fire ba H, grenades, sbell.^, case shot filled 
with balls (shrapnel)) and incenditry or burning 
balls were all used in tbedaysofuld. S'nall fire- 
arms were employed in castles and cities for de 
fence l>efore they were used in field warfare. 
Large cannon wore made of cist iron, also of 
wrought :r o we'dedto^e her and hooped, and also 
of cylinders of Iron h<K>ped w*ith rings. At the 
batt'e of rongree, in France, in 1108, it h related 
that th**^e cannon were med of such great size 
that they threw stone balls weighing thne 
hundred and tire hundred pounds. At the siege 
of Caen, in 1450, twenty- four mortars were fired, 
and the bore of each was so large that a man 
could sit upright in it. At the great siege of 
Constantinople, when taken fri'^in the Greeks hv 
Mohamet the i^cond, there was one cannon whicli 
threw six- hundred p.>und stone balls. In IfiU. 
evt'idgee were first employed in the armies of 
Guatavus Adtdpbus. The first mu.-kets w*eie call- 
*-d "matchlocks," because tho charge was ignited 
by a match; their barrel-^ were about six feet long 
and required a rest. The iron soldiers cf Crom- 
well carried matchlock-'; the Hint bxrk was iatn>- 
ductd into England in the reign of Cb.srlec the 
Second. The inventor of the percussion lock was 
the Rev. .Mexandsr Forsylb, a Presbyterian cler- 
gvman, who secur>^d a patent for it April II, 
IH07. The (•ercQssiou powder was fed into the 
ic'jch hole by a self acting rod.

Hut let the morutug 
eun shine over tb*m, and let the pleasant blue of 
their mountains surruuu<l them, then their grao*- 
tul, voluptuous limbe «re extended, the black hair 
is loosed, and the brown eyes iqieak the laugnagu 
which the heart urderstanda in all regions and 
does not forget even in the utmost woe ad the 
utter disfavor of evistence.

It was a panorama in which you walk from glas«« 
to glass, to something e>er fre>b and ever more 
I eauiiful. The brown girls came down tl e btU- 
tides in flick:*, carrying their slgies and stockings 
io their hands, i bon they sal down by tho water- 
fall by the wayi-ide. 'l^hey* placMl their ptelly 
feet iu the water and washed them.

. the hardy varieties of grape are very useful. 

Virginia Creeper is an excellent climber, and, 
although a native of our own land, much more 
popular in Europe than with us. lU leaves are 
digitate, of a dark rich green in summer, and be- 
cjming cf a rich crimson in autumn. It throws 
out little roots at the joints, by which it fastens 
itself to anything it touches. 

The booeysQckle we have in great variety, and 
everybody loves them, though we are sorry so 
few ehow their love in a practical way. 

The Periploca Virginia or Silk is a'rjpid grow- 
ing, fine climber, and will twiue itself around a 
tree forty feet in height. The foliage is bright 
and gloasy, but the flowers are brown and not 
showy. 

The Chinese Wistaria is one of the most rapid 
spewing of all climbing plants, after it gets a 
fair start.- Sometimes, for some unaccountable 
reason, it refosee to make anv material growth 
for a year or two after being planted, but all at 
once Ukes a start and makes a splendid growth, 
throwing out shoots ten, fif een, and twentv feet 
in length in c«e season. It commences blo^m- 
Rig e rly in Jane, and a Urge plant will be liter- 
ally ioeil&d with ihousands of rich cluster or {len- 
duloos racemes of delicate, pale blue blossoms, so 
Domeroui that the plant seems to be a floral 
wreath. The racemes are from ten to twelve 
inches long, and well filled with delicate sweetlv- 
perfumed flowers. The foliage is abundant, ard 
cf pieasant lively green. It succeeds bevt in 
rich, deep loem. U doee not Mower until the 
pUnta get strong, and the older the plant tbe 
m<'tw freely it seems to Cower. 

The Climbing Koaea are now to be lied of al- 
Kosw every variety of color, .tud should be exteu 
sively planted. 

TbeBigconla or Trumpet Hower is a magnifi- 
cent climbing plant, j ruduciag Urge trumpet- 
shaped climbing fliwers, with something of an 
orange tinge, and of great Wutv. Thev are 
produced la clusters. A good plant trainel to a 
pillar or trellis, when in flower, preeenls a uioet 
splendid sight. ^
